THE LESSON OF ILLINOIS. 



"Graft knows no polltlea," write 
Lincoln StelTtMi- in thfl August Me 
(.'lure's, and he then proceeds t< 
prove his case by finding n paralle 
for Democratic Missouri. whos< 
conditions he last discussed in liis 
series of articles on "Enemies of 
the Republic. " in Bepubllef 
Illinois. As in Missouri, the niov 
ment toward self-government be^an 
In the effort of its largest city to 
free its self from the rule of special 
interests. 

After an eight years* politica 
war the Republican party of Illin- 
ois, the ruling party, has been 
brought to represent the people. 
As In Missouri, the people's strug- 
gle for independence was led by 
the prosecuting attorney of St. 
Louis, Joseph \V. Folk, in a contest 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, so in Illinois the tri- 
umph for public opinion and public 
interest has come in the nomina- 
tion for Governor of C'hailes S. 
Dineen. the prosecuting attorney 
of Chicago, by the Republicans of 
Illinois. 

The story of this eight years - war. 
as told by Mr. Steffens, is a real 
story full of interesting incident 
and significance. The most im- 
portant t urate case which Mr. 

Bteffeni neee to illustrate his ar- 
ticle, is the fight for and against 
traction foi the eity of Chicago In 
iiih rillnoit legislature. The com- 
plete repudiation of the political 
ring which had furthered special 
inter. Ms and blocked government 

for the people, eaine In the Repub- 
lican state Convention «>r this 

summer, which is described. 

Mr. Steffens drives home clearly 
and forcibly n number of Important 
laasons In telling the story of this 
war for political Independence. 
•'Political corruption." he writes, 
"is a force by which representa- 
tive democracy is transformed Into 

an oligarchy representative of 
special interests, and the medium 
of the revolution is the party. So 
any movement towards practical 
rpform must recognize and deal 
with parties. Whichever party is 
in power is the grafter's party, so 
must tin reformer make it his also, 
if he would achieve practical re- 
form. In this story of Illinois, as 
in Missouri, we have the lighting 
done within the party, and that is 
right. For parties do rule us, and 
if American citizens will 'stick to 
party', then it is Important for all 
of us to know what each decides 
within himself to represent, all of 
us or a few of us, the common in- 
terests which ask for nothing but 
law. order and fair play, and pay 
for these in takes that sustain the 
State; or those special interests 
which leek special favors and pay 
for them in bribes which corrupt 
the State. 

More important even than this 
conclusion. Mr. Bteffens points out 
that "Municipal reform, all by 
itself, is impossible. City ROVem- 
meat and State government are of 
one sovereignty, and, as for cor- 
ruption, the city and the State are 
In one system and the city man 
and the 'up-state man hare to 
work together t.» yet what sash 

Deeds." 

This is the lesson that both Mis- 
souri and Illinois have hail to learn, 
a ill its learning bespeaks better 
conditions for both city and State.
